Anderson has put a mighty 
V1 2 Aston Martin DBS under 
its microscope to make it look 
and act a whole lot angrier. 

ft Anderson first strip down 
a £176k DBS and completely 
repaint the aluminium body 
shell in matte black, Taking a 
Ron sea I approach, it's called 
the "Superior Black Edition", 

• They also paint the window 
frames, to remove all traces

of chrome and tint the glass for 
added gnarly, Gotham City 
effect. Even the classic grille 
gets the matte treatment 
Anderson then fits carbon 
fibre wing mirrors and details 
the front and rear Aston 
"wings" badges in blood red. 
The original 20 in wheels never 
return to the arches. Instead, 
Anderson bolt in their own 
five bespoke 21 -inch ers {black, 
of course), wearing the same 
295-slzed rear tyres, but wider 
245 fronts, with six-pot 
callipers dipped in red paint. 
The cockpit follows the dark 
theme with black carbon, 



leather, Alcantara and unique 
red -diamond stitching. 

Power from the iconic 6.0- litre 
V12 gets hiked from 510 to 
557bhp thanks to a simple 
engine control unit remap. 
The same engine in the heavier 
DBR9 and DBRS easily growled 
past 600bhp, so there's scope 
to wring out even more horses, 
with the weight dropping 21kg, 
from 1,695kg to 1,674kg. 
The Anderson edition sounds 
tougher too, as catalyst 
replacement pipes and 
special exhaust manifolds 
have been fitted, The (black- 
painted) system is lighter, but 



features an electronic vent 
damper -which basically 
means there's a 'loud" button 
you can press to show off. 

No performance numbers 
have been released, but the 
standard DBS does 191 mph 
and takes 4.3 seconds to reach 
62m ph with less grunt and 
more flab. Anderson has made 
it a big, black 200mph British 
Bulldog that we bet 11 hit 
62m ph in 4 seconds dead.
